Jury rejects insanity defense; 
teen could face death penalty 

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Jurors on Thursday con- 
victed Lee Boyd Malvo of capital murder in 
the Washington, D.C.-area sniper killings, 
rejecting claims the teenager was brain- 
washed by John Allen Muhammad into 
joining a three -week rampage that left 10 
people dead and terrorized millions. 

The jury had deliberated for 13 hours over 
two days. It now will decide whether Malvo, 
18, should be sentenced to death or given life 
in prison without parole. A jury in nearby 


Virginia Beach convicted Muhammad last 
month and recommended that he be exe- 
cuted for his role in the killings. 

Malvo was convicted of two counts of cap- 
ital murder in the Oct. 14, 2002, killing of 
FBI analyst Linda Franklin outside a Home 
Depot. One count alleged multiple murders 
in a three -year period; the second alleged 
Franklin’s death was an act of terrorism. He 
also was found guilty on a firearms charge. 

Family members of the sniper victims 
patted each other on the shoulders as the 
verdict was read, while Franklin’s daughter, 
Katrina Hannum, cried, matthew barrakat (ap)

For Jackson 

Pop star denies allegations 
of ‘sexual eonduef with ehild 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I MichaelJackson was 
formally charged Thursday with repeat- 
edly molesting a cancer- stricken boy at his 
Neverland Ranch, setting the stage for what 
could become one of the most sensational 
celebrity cases the world has ever seen. 

The nine -count felony complaint charged 
Jackson with seven counts of lewd or las- 
civious acts upon a child 
under 14 and two counts 
of administering an intox- 
icating agent. The moles- 
tation charges each carry 
between three and eight 
years in prison. 

No specific details 
of the alleged acts were 
included in the complaint, which repeat- 
edly stated they were committed “with the 
intent of arousing, appealing to, and gratify- 
ing the lust, passions, and sexual desires” of 
Jackson and the child. 

A source speaking for the family has told 
The Associated Press the intoxicating agent 
was wine. The source spoke on the condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

The complaint further alleged that 
Jackson had “substantial sexual conduct” 
with the child in February and March. 

Jackson has said the charges are “predi- 
cated on a big lie,” and his attorney, Mark 
Geragos, proclaimed Thursday: “Michael 
Jackson is unequivocally and absolutely

SEATTLE I Gary Ridgway, the Green 
River Killer who terrorized Seattle 
in the early 1980s, tearfully apol- 
ogized for “killing all those young 
ladies” as a judge sentenced him 
Thursday to life in prison without 
the chance of release. 

Ridgway, 54, bowed his head dur- 
ing 48 seconds of silence the judge 
ordered for his 48 victims — the 
most of any killer in U.S. history. 
After blistering Ridgway for his 
lack of compassion for the horror 
he brought to his victims, their fami- 
lies and the community. King County 
Superior Court Judge Richard Jones 
imposed 48 consecutive life sentenc- 
es one at a time. 

Prosecutors agreed to spare 
Ridgway the death penalty in 
exchange for his helping investigators 
find four previously undiscovered 
sets of remains and confessing to the 


murders, the most recent in 1998. 
Earlier Thursday, relatives of vic- 
tims poured out decades of pain, 
anger and loss as they confronted 
Ridgway. 

Kathy Mills, the mother of vic- 
tim Opal Mills, 16, whose body was 
found Aug. 15, 1982, was able to 


offer Ridgway her forgiveness. 

“We wanted to see you die, but it’s 
all going to be over now,” said Kathy 
Mills, “Gary Leon Ridgway, I forgive 
you. I forgive you. You can’t hold me 
anymore. I’m through with you. I 
have a peace that is beyond human

Judges order release 
of alleged ‘dirty bomb’ 
plotter within 30 days 

NEW YORK I President George W. 
Bush does not have the power to 
detain an American citizen seized on 
U.S. soil as an enemy combatant, a 
federal appeals court ruled Thursday. 

The decision, which ordered 
that “dirty bomb” plot suspect Jose 
Padilla be released from military 
custody within 30 days, could force 
the government to try him in civilian 
courts. The White House said the 
government would seek a stay. 

In a 2-1 ruling, a three -judge 
panel of the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals said Padilla’s detention 
was not authorized by Congress and 
that Bush could not designate him 
as an enemy combatant without the 
authorization. 


The former Chicago gang mem- 
ber who converted to Islam was 
arrested in May 2002 at Chicago’s 
O’Hare airport as he returned from 
Pakistan. Within days, he was moved 
to a naval brig in Charleston, S.C. 

Padilla is accused of plotting to 
detonate a “dirty bomb,” which uses 
conventional explosives to disperse 
radioactive materials. The govern- 
ment said he had proposed the bomb 
plot to Abu Zubaydah, then al Qaeda’s 
top terrorism coordinator. Zubaydah 
was arrested in March 2002. 

The court said the government 
was free to transfer Padilla to civil- 
ian authorities who can bring crimi- 
nal charges. If appropriate, he also 
can be held as a material witness for 
grand jury proceedings, the court

Guantanamo prisoners 
should have access to 
U.S. courts, judges say 

SAN FRANCISCO | A federal appeals 
court ruled Thursday for the first 
time that prisoners held at the U.S. 
military prison in Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, should have access to lawyers 
and the American court system. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals’ 2-1 decision was a 
rebuke to the Bush administration, 
which maintains that because the 


660 men held there were picked 
up overseas on suspicion of 
terrorism and are being held on 
foreign land, they maybe detained 
indefinitely without charges 
or trial. 

The Supreme Court last month 
agreed to decide whether the detain- 
ees, picked up in Afghanistan and 
Pakistan, should have access to 
the courts. The justices agreed 
to hear that case after the U.S. 


Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia ruled that the prison- 
ers had no rights to the American 
legal system.

Sniper Victims’ Families 
Applaud Malvo Verdict 


COLLEGE PARK, MD. I Sonia Wills 
was on her way home from plant- 
ing a small Christmas tree at son 
Conrad Johnson’s grave when her 
husband called with the news that 
Lee Boyd Malvo had been convicted 
of capital murder. 

“I said ‘Thank God! He’s going 
to get what he deserved,”’ Wills said 
Thursday evening.

PRO BASEBALL I The Alex Rodriguez 
trade was declared “dead” by the 
Boston Red Sox after Major League 
commissioner Bud Selig ended talks 
to restructure the shortstop’s $252 
million contract Thursday.

FILM I Blindly following society’s 
edicts and becoming a housewife 
is bad. Thinking for yourself and 
following your own path is good. 

You don’t need a degree from 
Wellesley to figure that out. But 
the makers of “Mona Lisa Smile” 
still beat you over the head with this 
feel-good feminist platitude. 

Director Mike Newell’s film 
plays like “Dead Poet’s Sorority,” 
with Julia Roberts as a forward- 
thinking Wellesley College pro- 
fessor urging her students to free 
their minds.

Malvo Verdict

What was the jury’s message in 
declaring Malvo guilty of capital 
murder? 

The jury was telling Malvo and 
the American public that they were 
horrified by the crimes that he and 
John Muhammad committed — that 
they found no excuse for Malvo’s par- 
ticipation in those horrendous acts. 
They believed that he understood 
what he was doing and was a willing 
supporter of Muhammad. 

He might have been influenced 
by Muhammad but not to the degree 
that he did not understand right 
from wrong. 

What is the difference between 
capital murder and first degree 
murder? 

In capital murder you have to 
show that a killing was part of an 
act of terrorism. In first degree 
murder, you don’t. 

How do you think this affects the 
notion of brainwashing as a gener- 
al defense? 

I think it probably weakens it. 
In fact, in following many cases in 
which a defendant introduces a 
defense of insanity, I have not heard 
of instances in which brainwashing 
was an additional factor in deciding 
whether the defendant could distin- 
guish between right and wrong. 

How often is a defense of insanity 
introduced? 

It’s introduced in about one 
or two percent of all criminal tri- 
als. It’s important to note — and 
John Hinckley, who was found not 
guilty by reason of insanity, was in 
the news this week — that when a 
jury does find a defendant not guilty 
by reason of insanity there is usually 
a public uproar against the verdict. 
It is a very unpopular verdict.
